Against a slam suit declaration. 
opening a long suit headed by A kK, 
it is preferable to lend first the 
Ace, instead of the King. The 
reason is that if you lead the King 
your partner may be doubt as to 
whether it is a winner or not, since 
it might be from a suit King, 
Queen high. Therefore, if he is 
void in it, he may trump ft on the 
first round. The necessity for 
this play was realized when 
goulashes were adopted. It should, 
however, be used only against slam 
hands or where freak combinations 
are indicated. Otherwise, tf you 
lead the Ace and then the King 
your partner will read it that you 
have only two of the sult. There 
js no danger in the lead of the 
Ace from Act, King “against a 
little or a grand slam declaration. 


(2) International Leads.—When 
from the bidding you have been 
able to deduce some definite infer- 
ence, you are justified in departing 
from the conventional opening. 
Even when it is not absolutely de- 
finite but only a faint clue you can 
use your imagination. 

(3) False Card Leads.—These 
are advisable only when they are 
unlikely to deceive your partner 
and may perplex the Declarer. 
The simplest .cases are the lead- 
ing of Queen from a suit King, 
Queen high, or Knave from Queen, 
Knave combination. A ruse which 
sometimes succeeds {s the lead of 
the Knave of trumps..when hold- 
ing Queen, Knave only of the silt. 
Declarer,; thinking that you do not 
hold the Queen; may finesse to 
your advantage. In any case -the 
Jead is unlikely to do any harm to 
your side.

FAITH IN PACIFISM AN 


“INSIDUOUS 


POISON” 


A DENIAL OF 
(By Major F. 


I have recentiy visited Rome, 
Florence, Milan, Toulon, Dijon, and 
Paris, and while not mirimising: 
the importance of the present im- 
provement in relations between 
France and Italy, it would be ridi- 
culous to assert that the European 
situation looks peaceful. Europe 
Nooks, and is, an armed camp. 

But here it England, our young 
men, sheltered in their ancient uni- 
versities, proclaim that they will 
under no circumstances fight for 
their King or country, and some of 
their elders are misguided enough 
to applaud them. 

The Poison Of Pacifism 

For instance, there is Mr. Bever- 
ley Nichols, in his new book, “Cry 
Havoc.” Nor can Mr. Nichols be 
neglected as e brilltant dilettante: 
his wit is barbed with passion and 
sincerity, and he expresses the 
mind of the younger generation in 
compelling fashion. ; 

I predict that the world will: lis- 
ten to him, because he {js much 
more human than the old pacifists. 
Mr. H. G. Wells is so boring in hie 
later internationaliat treatiae that 
the reader feels that death would 
be preferable to the card-indaxed 
world of “William Clissold;” and 
Sir Norman Ange'l writes only of 
rabots, whe are poor relatfons (o 
MiN's pale and discredited “Econ- 
omic Man.” 

But Mr, Nichols keeps close to 
fiesh and blood; he goes out into 
the world and tells us what he 
finds; he does not pontificate about 
jany hendachy Utopia, but writes 
rather to clarify his own thoughts, 
with wit. charm, subtlety. Mr. Ni- 
chols, therefore, must be answer- 
ed and refuted. Pacifiam js an in- 
sidious poison Like ao morphia- 
idertvative, it lulls the mind, but 
xaps the moral fibre; if promises 
peace, but brings to men most sure- 
ly its opposite. 

Age Of Chivalry Over 

Yet Mr. Nichols is obvicualy 
right up to a point. He states his 
Modern war will be a 
ghostly offair, against “an ene 
whose arms are stecl, and whose 
breath {s a sickly yollow death.” 

Chivatry has gune; the sword of 
Bodivere ig rusted; no flags will 
ever fly or trumpets ring on future 
battlefields. Indeed, theré may be 
no battlefield, but only devastated 
districts, with night-bombers dfon-
